Tvhave just scon your isano of 4th in- 
stant and should like if you would kindly 
insert the following additional. particulars 
about Sawo Bay and the Eastern side of 
Formosa. i 

Swinhoo soys:—'In, steaming, round to 
Sawo Bay ve approached Steep Island, 
with a view uf landing on it. ‘Tho steamer 
went pretty cluse to the sandspit which 
runs ont: into a point westward from tho 
Island, but, finding no bottom, backed out 
again and continied her courac, We 
entered Sawo Bay. and made: for the 
Lamhongo anchorage (tho south inner bay,) 
after all but’ running on to « huge hidden 
tock outside of the breakwater reef. This 
rock ia not marked down in tho Inst 
Admiralty. Chart, though it has only 3 feet 
water on.it ‘at halftide. The southern 
harbour is full of coralrcefs and hidden 
dangers, and we wore glad to make tho, 
best of our way out’ of it, anchoring finally 
outside the barrier-reef. in decoy water.’ 
©Captam Meicko, of .the Prussian brig 
Typhoon, visited Sawo Harbour. in March, 
1861. He first anchored at’ Lamhongo, 
but finding too little water thero, removed 
to off the contral village, near tho fresh- 
water stremn, Ho stpposes that In the 
suntherly monsoon there is: moro water 
than in the northerly. He spcke of some 
reefs. in the harbour not marked down in 
the Chart.” 

Collingwood writes as follows :--‘ The 
eaat const of Formusa, as has been olrendy 
observed, is remarkuble, fur the absenco of 
harbours ; the mountains for the moat part 
running shcer down inte the sea, There is 
a landing-place at Chocke-day, a considera- 
ble distance to the sowth; but the only 
harbour is at Sau-o Bay, somo thirty miles 
south of Ke-lung. The entrance to Sau-o 
Bay is protected or jeopatdised (as the caso 
muy bo) by a reef, which is nothing more 
nor: less than a great trap dyke, running 
out early rt right angles to the coast, and 
over which the waves dashed wildly, for the 
wind had risen. It extends a mile out, for 
the most part just above water, but rising 
into three prominent rocky poaks, one of 
which is 70 feet above low-water, aud all 
three are whitened with the deposit of sea- 
birds which were resting upon them. An- 


other reef, nearly at right angles to this, 
and probably of the same nature, runs 
across the harbour for about 300 yards, tho 
Dighest,.point being a conical rock 15 fect 
high, tho rest only just above water. Tt 
forms a natural break-water, and, without 
blocking up the mouth of the harbour, 
shelters the interior, which is spacious, 
though “net free from danger. On the 
third day we weighed anchor and stoud 
out of the harbour; but we had. scarce- 
ly got- in motion when o bump upon 
a sunken rock warned us that the dan- 
gers of Sau-o Bay were not yot fully 
known, The anchor—was at once dropped, 
and a scarch made for the rock, which was 
at length discovered 12 feet below’the sur- 
face ; but as we, fortunately, only drew 12} 
fost water, and had but little. way on, no 
damage was done.

THE NEW WEAPON OFITHE 
BRITISH INFANTRY. 
The Martini-Enfield, which is henceforth 
to be the weapon of:tho British Infantry, 
until another aupersedos’it, must."be con- 
sidered as an‘improvement on the Martin 
Henry if only Decausd it has the cardinal 
advantage of a flatter trajectory within 
what is called the dangerous zone, We do 
not know that any figures are as yet ac- 
cessible to the public to shuw what the 
precise trajectory ix, but it is roughly ex-. 
pressed by the statement- that without 
change of sighting it will hit a man at 500 
yards. Not that the Martiui-Enfield is not 
meant to be as accurate aa the other at 


longer ranges, for as a matter of fast, by a 
somewhat clumsy, gimerack Jaoking ap- 
paratua projecting from-the barrel, sim can 
ko takon up to 2,000. yards, but the par- 
amount consideration with the authorities 
lias becn to give the flat trajectory which 
will dispense with sight_ndjustments up to 
500 yards, nor .will any éne question their 
wisdom herein, To obtain tho result how- 
ever, the bore has boon “decreased to 400, 
the. calibre of a small deer rifle, and ‘ihe 
weight increased by some nine ounces. Tho 
bullet ia rather lighter ttinn in the Martini- 
Henry; the charge of powder about. the 
samo. The oxtra weight is thrown into thu 
barrol, which reqnired it badly, being 
previously only 3 Ibs. whoreas the barrels- 
af mateh riflea of no greater total weight 
sealo 44 and 6 lbs., the makers of ‘thoee 
weapons well understanding the advantagea 
of a heavy barrel where great accuracy ia 
required, Whother the improved shooting 
will componsato for the greater weight to 
the soldier is another inatter, but while the 
heavy Martini breech action was retained, 
there was only the choico of disidvantages. 
Tuprovements which no one can gainsay 
are the new mounting of the barrel, which 
is now detached instend of being imbedded 
in-the fore stock, so that it can be cleaned 
all rund, the wooden eap which protects 
the hand from the hented barred, and the 
new sights—apart from tha lateral excres- 
ences already mentioned, And any ono 
who has seen it: will admit that the Martini- 
Enfield is, in appearance and finish a highor 
class of weapon than that which is now 
in use, But that the new gun is an ideal 
arm cannot be contended fora moment, 
and even whether it js so much superior to 
the Martini-Heury as to muke it advisable 
to re-arm now instead of waiting fora 
better, seems to be gravely doubtful, No 
rifle in these days can be called even re- 
latively youd which at statting sacrifices 
half the advantage of a- breechloader, 
that of. promitting the barrel. to be in- 
spected and cleaned from the breech end. 
By the rutention of the Martini breech 
all the clumsiness of muzzle-cleaning is 
retained, and the wear snd tear falla 
as before on the most delicate and im- 
portant part of the piece. The boro, tov, 
being amaller, the. damage from the clean- 
ing rod willbe greater than in the present 
weapon, ‘The Martini breech is, moreover; 
inordinately heavy,- and clumsy to the 
hand of the firer unless ho happens to haye 
an unusually large onc, Under these cir- 
cumstances it is not surprising that the 
experts in rifle manufacture shonld tako 
many objections to the hasty adopticn of 


our entrance it might have been more 
serious,’ i 

Captain Bax has this roferonce:—' We
